J. W. Pelfrey of Elkfork keeps 
record on his chickens. October 17, 
1940, Mr. Pelfrey got his first egg 
from his 23 pullets. By good feeding 
and management practices, Mr. Pel¬ 
frey received from his 23 pullets 4384 
eggs in 335 days or up to September 
1, 1941. This is an average of 12 l a 
eggs per day, or 50% production for 
the 335 days. Did your hens average 
50% production last year? 

Since eggs are at a good price and 
the outlook for the next year or so 
is unusually good you will not only 
help yourself by practicing good 
feeding and management practices, 
but you will be contributing to our 
national program of food for defense. 
Recently Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude R. Wickard said “Already we 
have shipped or bought for England 
about a half billion dollars worth of; 
agricultural products. Within the 
next year or so we expect to ship or 
buy another billion dollars worth." 

This is certainly the time to take 
good care of your poultry. If you 
want a poultry calendar on which to 
keep your record notify the county 
agent's office. The calendar also of¬ 
fers poultry suggestions for each 
month.
